On motion the report of the commit­ 
tee heretofore appointed jointly from 
the farmers and business men having 
in charge the formation of plans f o r 
the erection of the warehouse, was

formed, named "The Farmers Union 
Cotton Warehouse Company, of De­ 
catur. T exas,” 
and 
that sufficient

house be conducted to pay first cost 
of lot and erection of warehouses, and

pay a dividend, but to pay actual ex­ 
penses, thereby permitting the farmer 
to store his cotton at actual cost.
